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HOUSING  - 

During  the  year,  85  dwelling-houses  were  built  by  Barnstaple 
Corporation,  and  54  by  Private  Enterprise. 


Under  the  Housing  Acts,  one  house  was  demolished;  none  were 

closed. 

WATER  SUPPLIES  - 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  has,  again,  been  adequate  in 
quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality  throughout  the  year. 

The  water  is  supplied  by  The  North  Devon  Water  Board.  The 
intake  is  from  two  sources  : one  from  the  River  Yeo  at  a point  some  five 
miles  from  the  town;  this  water  gravitates  to  the  Treatment  Works  at 
Pilton,  where  it  is  first  filtered  through  sand  filter-beds  and  then 
chlorinated.  The  other  source  of  supply  is  from  the  Vat$r  Board's 
reservoir  at  Wistlandpound,  Blackmoor  Gate.  This  is  also  treated  by 
filtration  and  chlorination. 

During  the  year,  88  samples  were  submitted  by  the  Board  for 
bacteriological  examination.  87  were  satisfactory.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


IMMUNIZATION  AND  VACCINATION  - 

Protective  immunization  and  vaccination  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis  are  undertaken  by 
the  General  Practitioners,  and  at  the  Child  Health  & School  Clinics. 

* MEALS  ON  WHEELS'  - 

This  service  is  still  run  by  the  W.R.V.S.  The  meals  are 
prepared  in  the  kitchen  of  the  Adult  Training  Centre  at  Hawley, 
Barnstaple,  and  the  number  of  meals  distributed  to  the  elderly  is  at 
least  50  per  week. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED  - 

Where  possible,  elderly  people  who  are  living  alone  are  given 
every  assistance  to  enable  them  to  remain  as  long  as  possible  in  their 
own  homes.  They  are  visited  by  Health  Visitors,  and,  in  cases  of  ill 
health,  by  the  District  Nurses.  The  W.R.V.S.  also  visit  the  elderly 
and  assist  by  doing  their  shopping,  etc. 

Two  "Darby  & Joan  Clubs"  exist  in  the  Borough:  one  in  the 

Pilton  district,  and  one  at  Newport.  Both  these  Clubs  are  run  by  the 
W.R.V.S. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  Sec.  47,  and  AMENDMENT  ACT,  1951  - 

This  Section  deals  with  the  compulsory  removal  of  elderly 
persons  from  their  own  homes  to  a County  Welfare  Home.  No  cases  were 
dealt  with  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 


MATERNITY  CASES  - 

The  North  Devon  District  Hospital  (Maternity  Unit)  at  North 
Road,  Pilton,  Barnstaple,  has  54  beds:  48  general  maternity  and  6 

special  care.  1,372  births  took  place  at  this  Hospital  during  the 
year,  3H  of  these  being  local  cases. 


ISOLATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  - 

There  is  an  Infectious  Diseases  Section  at  the  Kingsley 
Hospital,  Bideford,  which  serves  Barnstaple  as  well  as  other  Local 
Authorities  in  North  Devon. 
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SMALLPOX  - 


Liskeard  Smallpox  Hospital  is  the  "first-line”  reception 
hospital  for  any  Smallpox  cases  from  the  Counties  of  Devon  and  Cornwall, 
with  Lee  Mill  Hospital  as  "second-line"  hospital. 

The  Plymouth  Ambulance  provides  transport  for  Smallpox  cases 
in  these  two  Counties.  The  telephone  number  is  : Plymouth  (0752)  64101. 

THE  MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  UNIT  visits  the  Borough  every  fortnight,  on 
alternate  Wednesdays,  between  4 p.m.  and  5 P°m»  It  is  situate  in  the 
Cattle  Market  (Holland  Street  entrance),  and  is  available  to  the  general 
public  (except  children  under  15  years  of  age,  and  expectant  mothers), 
and  is  also  available  for  cases  referred  by  General  Practitioners  in  the 
area,  thus  releasing  the  X-ray  Department  at  the  North  Devon  Infirmary 
to  cope  with  other  important  X-ray  work. 

JUNIOR  TRAINING  CENTRE,  ABBEY FIELD,  BARNSTAPLE  - 

This  Centre  provides  training  facilities  for  mentally- 
handicapped  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  l6. 

Hostel  accommodation  is  also  provided  for  children  who  may 
live  some  distance  away  from  the  Centre. 

ADULT  TRAINING  CENTRE , HAWLEY,  BARNSTAPLE  - 

This  is  a Centre  for  the  training  of  handicapped  adults  from 
the  whole  North  Devon  area.  This,  also,  has  Hostel  accommodation. 


HOSPITALS  - 

The  North  Devon  Infirmary,  situated  in  the  Borough,  serves 
the  area,  and  provides  modern  medical  and  surgical  treatment  for  the 
residents  of  the  District.  There  are  122  beds. 

The  Alexandra  Hospital,  Barnstaple,  has  113  beds.  Here  there 
is  a Chronic  Sick  section;  also  two  Wards  are  set  aside  as  an  Annexe  to 
the  North  Devon  Infirmary,  and  post-operative  and  recovery  patients  are 
transferred  there  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  North  Devon  District  Hospital  (Maternity  Unit),  previously 
mentioned  on  Page  13,  is  situated  in  the  Borough,  and  serves  the  whole 
area. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICES  - 

Under  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
the  Local  Health  Authority  (i.e.  the  Devon  County  Council)  is  responsible 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service,  and  the  Devon  County  Health 
Committee  have  arranged  for  this  to  be  provided  through  the  agency  of  the 
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St.  John  Ambulance  Association.  The  Brigade  serves  the  Borough  and  the 
district  around,  and  the  Headquarters  are  in  Commercial  Road,  Barnstaple, 
telephone  : Barnstaple  5321.  The  staff  consists  of  four  paid  members 
(full-time),  20  men  volunteers,  and  l4  volunteer  nurses. 


The  Hospital  Car  Service,  also  under  the  Devon  County  Council, 
is  available  upon  application  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Doctor  concerned, 
and  the  Ambulance  Service  is  empowered  to  hire  cars  in  urgent  cases 
when  the  Ambulance  is  not  necessary. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME  - 

There  are  5 District  Nurse/Midwives  practising  in  the  Borough. 


LABORATORIES  - 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  of  which  Dr.  B.  Moore  is  the 
Director,  is  situated  at  Church  Lane,  Heavitree,  Exeter.  It  is  com- 
pletely installed  with  the  necessary  equipment  for  bacteriological 
examinations  of  all  kinds.  Its  diagnostic  and  consultative  services  are 
available  for  all  Doctors. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  drinking  water  aad  milk  are 
regularly  carried  out  at  this  Exeter  laboratory. 


There  is  also  a Pathological  Laboratory  at  75  Boutport  Street, 
Barnstaple,  with  a full-time  Pathologist  and  technical  staff,  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  whole  of  the  North  Devon  area. 

The  Blood  Bank  is  also  situated  at  this  local  Laboratory. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES  -

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  ; His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  & Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Barnstaple. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  herewith  my  21st  Report  on  the  work  of  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  this  for  the  Year  1971* 

There  was  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Department,  the 
same  team  having  now  done  duty  together  since  the  year  1952,  a team  that 
knew  Azes  Lane  and  Corser  Street  in  the  days  of  their  too-long  occupa- 
tion, and  many  other  streets  that  no  Barnstaple-born  person  under  l6  years 
has  ever  seen.  History  is  not  made  only  on  bloody  fields  and  "Peace 
hath  her  victories 

In  a Borough  where  a third  of  the  dwelling-houses  are  Corporate 
properties,  and  at  least  three  quarters  of  the  remainder  are  owner- 
occupied,  the  scope  left  for  work  under  the  Housing  Acts  (Improvement 
Grants  not  being  a responsibility  of  the  Department)  is  small  indeed. 

Very  few  cases  were  found  where  repairs  were  not  carried  out  after  an 
informal  approach.  One  only  demolition  was  called  for,  and  an  ingenious 
informal  method  of  ’suspended  Closing  Orders'  led  to  every  house  so  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  being  rendered  fit  for  habitation. 

One  row  of  22  cottages  in  near-rural  location  which  had  escaped 
formal  action  and  possible  demolition  on  several  almost  historic  (hysteric?) 
occasions  was  given  a seemingly  permanent  reprieve  by  extension  of  the 
Borough  sewerage  system  to  overcome  their  worst  feature.  Such  a scheme 
was  disapproved  in  the  year  1956;  there  is  an  adage  that  those  who  live 
longest  will  see  most,  and  the  dogged  patience  of  those  who  persisted  in 
nature's  oldest  fertilisation  system  at  Raleigh  will  yet  be  rewarded  by 
what  could  have  been  theirs  15  years  earlier,  a water-carriage  system  of 
drainage. 


Two  other  terraces  of  much  more  modern  building  that  had  enjoyed 
only  septic  tank  drainage  since  their  erection,  and  were  divided  by  a 
railway  cutting  from  the  Borough  sewerage  system,  were  connected  to  main 
drainage  by  reason  of  a joint  scheme  with  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Smaller  schemes  for  two  other  areas  still  on  septic  tank  drainage  were 
under  way  during  the  year.  One  other  such  surviving  tank  was,  surprisingly, 
discovered  in  a part  of  the  Borough  where  every  other  house  had  been  on 
main  drainage  for  decades.  It  was  abolished,  and  the  necessary  connection 

made  to  the  sewer  available.  So,  during  the  year  under  review,  at  least 
35  houses  (including  the  preparatory  schemes  referred  to)  were  brought  onto 
main  drainage  from  septic  tanks  or  cruder  forms  of  disposal. 

The  Public  Abattoir  at  Pottington  was,  in  its  second  full  year 
of  use,  a place  of  good  report  that  again  enjoyed  a licence  to  export  carcases 
to  E.  E.  C.  countries,  such  licences  only  granted  after  stringent  inspection 
by  Inspectors  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food.  After  years 
of  enduring  the  shortcomings  of  the  ancient  monument  in  Tuly  Street,  the 
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Borough  is  fortunate  in  having  a showplace  of  its  kind,  indeed  the 
F.  M.  C.  management  have  mounted  several  exhibitions  there  of  special 
interest  to  breeders,  butchers,  students  of  agriculture  and  veterinary 
medicine,  at  which  your  staff  have  played  a part  on  each  occasion. 

Almost  inevitable  is  the  report  that  the  original  building  was  not 
large  enough  for/the  throughput  forthcoming,  and  during  the  year  plans 
were  in  preparation  for  extensions  on  a large  scale,  chiefly  to  lairage 
and  to  cold  storage  accommodation.  The  figures  for  the  year  appear  in 
the  tables  given  later  in  this  Report.  As  always,  they  have  little 
relation  to  the  meat  consumed  in  Barnstaple  and  district  ; such  numbers 
of  food  animals  would  satisfy  the  needs  of  many  such  towns. 

Relations  with  the  F.  M.  C.  and  its  local  management  staff  continued  to 
be  excellent  in  every  respect.  It  is,  surely,  the  happiest  method  to 
operate  a municipal  abattoir  in  this  way,  with  experts  in  charge  of  its 
functions,  and  the  Local  Authority  exercising  the  statutory  duties  of 
inspection  and  supervision  of  hygiene. 

Refuse  Collection  kept  pace  with  the  demands  of  a growing  and 
expanding  Barnstaple  with  the  acquisition  of  the  largest  vehicle  yet 
ordered.  The  balance  of  older,  narrow  streets  against  the  new  estates 
forbids  the  use  of  the  very  large  vehicles  now  available,  but  our  newest 
vehicle  can  collect  45  cubic  yards  of  compressed  refuse  in  its  totally- 
enclosed  body,  where  a few  years  ago  11  cubic  yards  of  loose  refuse  was 
the  largest  load  possible.  The  fact  that  yesterday's  wonder  is  today's 
commonplace  is  seen  in  the  continued  use  of  the  plastic  bin-liner 
system.  Surely,  nobody  could  contemplate  a return  to  the  day  of  the 
heavy,  noisy,  often  dirty,  sometimes  dangerously-damaged  dustbin  of  1969 
vintage,  certainly  not  the  refuse  collectors,  few  occupiers  of  dwellings, 
and  surely  fewer  ratepayers  as  the  system  continued  to  prove  itself. 

Refuse  Disposal,  in  its  17th  year  at  Seven  Brethren  Bank, 
reduced  still  further  the  gap  that  once  seemed  &o  great  between  the  new 
industrial  area  and  the  limit  of  the  tipping  area  available.  It  was 
estimated  that  a further  4-5  years'  space  remained  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  not  including  several  acres  still  reserved  for  possible  trunk  road 
development.  During  the  year,  as  a result  of  generally  diminishing 
tipping  space  in  North  Devon,  the  County  Council,  whose  responsibility  this 
service  will  be  in  1974,  instructed  a firm  of  Consultant  Engineers  to 
prepare  a feasibility  report  on  the  future  of  refuse  disposal  in  the  area 
as  a whole.  The  survey  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  late  1971  the  Devon  County  Council's  Management  Studies  Team 
were  conducting  a form  of  time  and  motion  study  on  the  service,  with  a 
view  to  bringing  in  an  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  for  its  workers.  They  were 
not  the  first  observers  to  note  how  speedily  and  efficiently  this  thankless 
job  is  done  week  after  week,  and  they  were  loud  in  their  praises.  It  is 
a real  pleasure  to  join  with  them  and  to  thank  all  engaged  in  refuse 
collection  and  disposal  for  another  year  of  work  well  done. 

Food  preparing  and  retailing  premises  were  visited  regularly; 
very  few  and  minor  infringements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  found, 
requiring  only  informal  action.  During  the  year,  15  cases  of  contamina- 
tion of  food  by  foreign  objects  were  reported  to  the  Department,  and  these 
were  referred  to  the  Sampling  Officer  of  the  Devon  County  Council  for 
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further  investigation  and  action.  In  one  case  only  was  legal  action 
taken,  the  case  awaiting  its  hearing  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In 
general  food  hygiene  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  much  useful  work  is 
done  in  fairly  regular  visits  (invited)  to  talk  to  groups  of  students 
and  others,  and  these  were,  again,  a feature  of  1971* 

Rodent  and  pest  control  had  not  been  a full-time  appointment 
for  many  years,  but  did  assume  a greater  role  than  could  be  played  by 
the  part-time  Pensioner  employed  for  this  purpose.  Accordingly,  in 
1971  a contract  was  entered  into  with  a firm  of  Specialists  in  all 
aspects  of  pest  control.  The  same  firm  also  carried  out  the  annual 
treatment  of  the  Borough's  sewerage  system  . All  evidence,  on  the 
ground  and  below,  was  that  the  rat  is  well  contained,  but  that  the 
Warfarin-residtant  mouse  is  a major  problem,  especially  in  the  older 
parts  of  the  town  where  so  many  food  premises  are  to  be  found.  It  was 
well  that  a firm  of  Specialists  with  laboratory  and  technical  facilities 
were  entrusted  with  this  disinfestation  service. 

Nuisance  from  noise  or  atmospheric  pollution  called  for  many 
visits  to  the  relatively  few  factories  or  premises  involved.  One 
example  of  each  class  was  extensively  reported  on  to  Committees  during 
the  year,  and  grateful  reference  is  made  to  the  co-operation  of  H.  M. 
Alkali  Inspectorate  whose  advice  led  to  a much-appreciated  reduction  of 
emission  of  fumes  in  one  case.  Noise  nuisance  is,  perhaps,  the  most 
delicate  subject  we  now  handle,  when  what  is  a murmur  at  noon  can  be  a 
menace  at  midnight,  and  the  sensitivity  of  adjoining  householders  is 
varied. 


The  appended  tables  are  the  dry  facts  of  what  is,  essentially, 
a very  human  occupation.  The  Public  Health  Department  of  all  Local 
Government  bodies  is  nearest  to  people  and  their  problems. 

It  is  again  a pleasure  to  say  what  loyal  co-operation  has  been 
forthcoming  from  all  colleagues  in  this  and  other  Departments,  and  to 
thank  th&m  for  their  work  and  assistance  at  all  times.  To  the  members 
of  the  Council  I proffer  apologies  for  the  late  appearance  of  this  Report, 
and  thank  them  for  their  forbearance  and  courteous  co-operation  during 
the  year.
